*Vheii  Ihe  iraportr-nce  of  'he  undertakin£q»  and  the  li- 
mitted  time  v.'bich  the  last  General  As^en-bly  occupied 
in  revising  the  nndipieejed  material;?  which  bad  previous- 
ly comnos»M'l  the  str-tute  lavv's  of  the  .State,  are  duly  con- 
si  'er^'d,  it  is  to  be  exi^ected  th«t  some  of  our  statuary 
provjwioMs  tjjould  a2;aiu  rpquireLegi'^lative  interference. 
The  existing  provicjons  do  rot  render  the  assessment 
and  rnllcctiou  of  t'*\e«  puff^fif  ntly  certain  to  euEure  the 
8  jpport  of  the  public  credit.     The  act  for  assessing  and

collenting  revenue  should  ri^quire  tliat  the  assessment 
siittuld  be  iisade  annually,  «t  nu  earlier  period,  vvliicli 
would  afford  more  finiii  i' )V  collection,  and  rendei-  iha 
pa^  aunts  to  the  Treavur^  more  ceitnin,  and  less  bur- 
thensoaie  tj  the  people. 

J  li<'  act  reqaires  thi^  prosecuting  attor'sies  in  the  sev- 
eral counties,  to  pro^secute  in  all  cases  cuanected  with 
the  revenue,  and  that  suits  he  iiictituted  against  dtlin- 
qa(«nt  «iieriifs  in  tlie  name  of  the  Auditor,  altho'  their 
bo'id«s  are  given  to  the  Governor  and  his  succes^-ors  in 
oflBce;  yet,  it  has  been  doubted  whether  suits  thus  in- 
Btituted  could  be  sustained.  This  mode  of  coercing 
payments  from  delinquent  sheriffs  is  objectionable,  on 
account  of  the  frequent  changes  made  by  the  courts  of 
their  prosecuting  ittornies,  with  other  co  operatino* 
causes,  of  which  the  auditor,  whose  duty  i'  is  to  dire,  t 
the  in-^titution  of  revenue  suits,  being  uninformed,  jiro- 
duoes  procrftstiaations  unavoidable  as  ihey  are  injurious 
to  Ihj  revenue. 

The  bitter  to  enforce  the  payments  of  the  revenue  of 
the  Siate,  on  the  part  of  those  ciiarged  with  its  collec- 
tion, it  ts  recommended  that  all  suits  connecte  <  there- 
wilh  be  instituted  in  the  i^arrison  Circuit  Court,  and 
that  the  appointment  of  an  Attorney-General  be  autbo- 
ri.'^ed.by  law,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prosecute  theron, 
and  in  the  fi^upreme  Court,  where  the  -Estate  mfiy  be  a 
p.irty,  and  isuch  nihar  duties  a^  shall  be  enjoined  by  law, 
with  such  provision  for  his  services  as  may  be  deetaed 
adequate  and  proper.  At  present  there  is  no  law  of^- 
cer  of  wliom  it  cau  be  rf^qiiired.  as  a  duty,  to  afford  le- 
gil  ad' ice  to  eiiher  of  t'se  executive  ofSers  of  the  State, 
altho*  questions  mu^t  arise,  connected  with  tha  reveinie, 
as  well  as  other  suiijects,  requiring  le,c;al  abiiilies  to 
decide. 

To  provide  the  ways  and  means  for  the  supijort  of 
government  for  the  current  ypar,  will  claim  yuur  attpn- 
tion,  aud  the  reports  with  v,  hich  you  will  ba  furnished 
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by  the  Auditor  and   Treasurer,  will  afford   a   correct 
view  of  the  finances  of  the  State. 

It  is  believed  that  a  valuable  Salt  Spring  is  known  to 
be  witbia  ihe  limits  of  the  late  purchase,  of  Indian  lauds, 
which,  if  ratified  by  the  treaty  makirig  pi.wer  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  lands  allowed  lor  the  use  of  aiich 
/Salin«  could  be  speedily  set  apart,  a  revenue-  would  the 
sooner  be  derived  from  that  source,  while  the  mnropa- 
lised  article  of  Six%  would  be  furbished  at  a  muck 
cheaper  rate  to  a  great  portion  of  onr  citizens. 

The  provision  of  the  act  tutborii^ing  the  Circuit  Court, 
that  requires  all  pleas  that  deny  the  cause  of  action, 
\Tlien  founded  on  a  vrrltten  instrument,  to  be  supported 
by  an  oath  or  aSrmallon,  presents  inducements  to  rom- 
niit  perjury,  and  is  calculated  to  add  unnecessarily  ta 
ilie  expense  of  tha  suitors, 

B  he  act  subjecting  real  and  personal  estate*  to  exe- 
cution, has  left  to  uncertainty  what  dis^position  shall  be 
made  of  real  property,  which,  after  being  expoj^ed  to 
sale,  under  execution  for  the  term  of  seven  years,  fails 
to  satisfy  the  demands  against  it,  although  a  jury  uijder 
ihe  authority  of  this  State  has  determined  otherwise.  It 
is  believed  likewise,  this  act  contemplated,  that  the 
Ejansion  of  a  debtor  should  be  last  taken  in  execution, 
and  not  prior  to  the  expiration  of  one  vear  after  judg- 
meut  rendered,  tho'  from  its  phraseology  the  construction 
is  rendered  extremely  doubtful. 

Nearly  all  the  statutes  whicb  were  in  force  prior  to 
the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  have  been  re- 
pealed ;  but  there  is  no  provision  that  such  suits  and 
prosecutions  as  had  been  instituted  under  the  repealed 
statutes  should  be  kept  alive  and  prosecuted  to  final 
ud^;ment. 

This  defect,  unless  remedied,  may,  in  seme  instances, 
tend  to  prejudice  individual  rights,  and  lead  to  the  im- 
punity of  crime.  There  are  also  suits  in  Chancery,  ia 
which  the  presiding  .Tudges  of  the  Circuits  have  been 
interested  as  counsel,  and  will  not  proi;ress  to  trial  until 
the  Supreme  Court  is  vested  with  original  jarisdictioa 
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in  such  cases,  and  until  the  mode  of  trvansferring  those 
suits  from  the  Circuit  Courts  shall  be  prescribed  by 
law. 

The  Constitution  has  provided,  that  no  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  shall  be  in  foree  utjtil  it  shall  l)e  pub- 
lished in  print,  unless  in  cases  of  emergency.-"' — This 
provision  is  too  indefinite  in  its  character,  and  requires 
Legislative  aid,  eiiher  by  a  2:eneral  act,  or  a  special 
clause  in  each,  prescribing  a  certain  period,  sufficiently 
dist.int  to  eusare  the  promulgation  of  the  laws,  from 
which  their  operation  shall  commence. 

The  humaue  principles  of  our  government  forbid  the 
idea  that  any  unnecessary  punishsn^nt,  or  rigor,  should 
be  iniiicted  on  tliose  v.honi  mihfortune  or  crime  hava 
subjected  to  imprisonment,  notwithstanding,  the  situa- 
tion of  many  of  our  prisons  are  calculated  to  invite  dis- 
ease upon  limited  confinement  therein^  acd  to  intli.cc 
pjiiishp.ient  before  trial. 

The  internal  improvement  of  the  State  forms  a  sub- 
ject, of  the  greatest  importance,  and  deserves  the  most 
seiious  attention,  iioads  and  canals  are  calculated  to 
afford  facilities  to  the  commercial  transactions  connected 
■with  the  expoi'ts  and  imports  of  the  couiitrj,  by  lessen- 
ing the  expenses  and  time  attendant,  as  well  on  the 
transportation  of  ihc  bulky  articles  v-^hich  compo^o  our 
exports,  as  on  the  io^portatioii  of  articles  the  growth  and 
manutactureg  of  forei^g-n  countries,  which  luxury  and  ha- 
bit have  rendered  toocouimoa  and  almest  indispensibla 
to  nur  consumption.  They  enhance  Voe  vaiue  of  thft 
soil,  by  affording  to  the  agricui'uralist  the  means  of  de- 
riving greater  gain  from  its  cultivation,  with  an  ecpial 
proportion  of  labor,  theie^y  preseniMi*^  6tror;ger  induce- 
ments to  industry  and  enierprise.  ti^id  at  thi  same  ti;iie, 
by  various  exciteauuis  i-vile  to  a  move  general  inter- 
course between  ihe  cidzens  ;  which  never  fails,  in  a 
great  measure,  to  remove  the  jealousies  cf  local  interest, 
and  tbeimbittered  violence  of  politjcal  feuds,  -syhich,  too 
efteu;  produce  the  most  undignified  results  to  our  re- 
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publicau  institatious,  and  secretly  destroy  some  of  tlis 
greatest  blessiogs  wbicli  social  intercourse  is  calculated 
to  afford. 

The  success  which  has  attended  the  exertinns  of  fba 
Jeffergonville  Ohio  Canal  Coiiipany,  affords  the  flatter- 
iog  prospect  of  a  spel^dy  cooimencement,  upon  the  i;ri  at 
object  for  which  the  corporatl^^n  v  sj*^  cre?J®d,  ^  pvfsentg 
still  stronger  claims  npon  the  Gt  nev9»I  Ahsembly  to  aid 
its  ultimate  execution.  It  is  submitted  to  yonc  ro!i*^idt?ra- 
tion,  Vf'hether  the  township  of  bind.  £.*nprally  known 
by  the  name  of  the  "FRENCH  L^cX"  ^?bich  wag 
resem^d  and  vested  in  the  state  for  the  use  of  a  Saline, 
and  which  is  admitted  to  be  of  no  iraportRnce  fo"  the 
mauufact-ire  of  salt,  ought  not.  with  the  asf'ent  of  Con- 
gress, to  be  (]i«^posed  of,  and  tl;  '•  funds  Arising  there- 
froo,  under  the  direction  of  the  Legiftlature,  to  be  vest- 
ed in  Canal  stock  in  behalf  of  the  siate. 

With  the  three  per  cent  fund,  appropriated  by  an  art 
of  Congressjitig  in  your  power  to  l^y  the  foimdation  of 
a  system  of  internal  improvement  co-exteusive  with  tlse 
state,  whicii,  if  managed  with  economy,  and  a  (bte  re- 
gard to  the  objects  for  which  it  wa*!  intended,  will  f>ro- 
gressively  effeet  the  grand  purpose,  without  exhaijGt- 
iog  the  means  of  its  progress,  until  it  shall  have  been 
fully  accomplished.  Ur.hl  a  site  for  the  seat  of  Gov- 
ernment shall  be  established  which  will  be  considered 
as  penaanent,  from  which  aj  a  centre,  Eubstantir.l  lead- 
ing roads  may  be  made  to  the  important  poioU  on  the 
limits  of  the  :  tate,  the  expLndiiurc  of  tliis  fund  would 
be  di:^bursed  to  purposes  but  limiteuly  advaatageous, 
if  not  ultimately  useless.  This  fund  if  it  were  invest- 
ed in  an  interest  bearing  stock,  together  with  its  semian- 
ual  dividends,  would  enable  the  state  after  the  lapse  of 
a  few  years,  to  appropriate  thirty-thousand  dollars  an- 
nually for  the  waking  roads  and  Canals,  without  ma- 
terlally  affecting  its  resource*?;  k  the  experience  afforded 
from  the  policy  of  an  adj  )ining  state,  furnishes  ample 
proof  of  the  impropriety  of  making  any  dispo5/ition  of 
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tlvis  fiiml,  other  tbaii  such  as  will  accomplisli  improve- 
ments of  a  (Unable  cliftrttcter.  This  fuful,  as  the  sub- 
ject of  a  general  trust,  has  been  coinmitted  to  your  care 
under  n,  solemn  cooipact.  between  the  general  govern- 
ment an  J  this  st.?ita,  with  no  other  limitation,  than  that 
it  «hall  be  applied  to  (he  use  of  making  roads  and  Ca- 
nals vviihin  the  latler;  nithout  any  expression vvilli  re- 
gnrd  to  the  tiraf.  asid  o^anner  of  its  application,  these 
being  left  to  yonr  discreticti  as  the  trustee,  no  good 
reason  cui  be  assigs^ed  why  Congress  might  not  counte- 
nanee  such  measnres,  not  inconsistent  v/ith  the  irnst,  as 
"veu  niRV  deem  best  ci^lrnlated  to  further  the  interest  of 
the  slate  for  whose  benefit  it  was  originally  designed. 
8nch  a  disposition  of  the  fund,  would  euable  the  state 
■within  a  few  years,  to  commence  upon  a  system  of  in- 
tern il  improvement,  while  the  intermediate  time  would 
g  -eatly  enlarge  the  means  of  its  execution,  the  number 
oi' U'"ore.rs  would  be  multiplied,  the  piice  of  labor  ren- 
dered more  reasonable,  and  if  invested  in  the  author- 
ized stock  of  the  st^te,  w'ould  aid  in  supporting  a  cir- 
culating mcdicu,  so  necessary  to  give  impulse  to  our 
industry  and  enterprize,  the  want  of  which  is  seriously 
felt  by  alm^i-t  every  ds.^ciiption  of  oar  citizens. 

The  pro:!ucts  of  our  soil,  which  form  the  basis  of  our 
public  and  pri 'ate  Vv'eal'Ji,  are,  unavoidal)ly  disposed 
of  for  a  depreciated  medium,  upon  vrhich,  when  appli- 
ed to  the  payment  of  a  debt  due  to  the  United  States, 
a  loss  must  be  sustained  frcra  live  to  ten  per  cent,  and 
in  this  indirect  but  certain  n:ode,  the  hard  earnigs  cf 
the  laborious  and  farrr.ing  interest  of  the  country  is 
most  exorbitantly  tfixe'l,  by  a  mere  regulation  adiiptcd 
to  the  interest  of  tbe  Ptockholders  of  the  National  bank, 
aided  with  the  power  from  the  treasury  department,  of 
preventing  all  olb.er  paper  currency  from  beiog  received 
in  paymHiits  to  the  United  ^tates.  The  power  whicli 
this  bank  exercises  over  t'le  payments  to  tLe  United 
Stites  treasury,  has  greatly  involved  those,  v^ho  have 
bccoine  public  debtors  for  lands  purcl-a£?,c\,  under  the 
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general  belief,  that  the  paper  of  solvent  banks,  would 
continue  to  be  accepted  in  discharge  of  such  clectands 
against  tbeni.  Bat  the  opeiations  of  this  institution, 
prove  its  intention  of  graduiilly  destroying  the  reputa- 
tion  of  the  state  institutiei:?,  disenabling  thereby  thosa 
who  are  indebted  to  the  United  Stales  to  meet  their 
payments  in  due  tlrae  to  avoid  a  heavy  interest  or  for- 
feiture, which,  must  result  in  immense  sacrifices  on 
their  part,  and  commensuraie  opporiunities  for  specEla- 
tion  for  those  Vv'ho  can  command  fnads  which  are  re- 
ceivable, unless  Congress  shall  interfere  in  their  be- 
ll'If. 

With  an  entire  confidence,  that  these  and  such  other 
subjects  as  your  superior  wisdon  may  suggest,  cc^nect- 
ed  with  our  inestimable  religious  and  political  privi- 
leges, will  meet  your|  consideration,  with  that  modera- 
tion and  concert  so  essential  to  the  important  trust  com- 
mitted to  yoor  charge,  you  have  the  assuraiticp  of  my 
CO  operation  ii  every  object,  calculated  to  promote  the 
pro<5perity  of  the  state  and  the  happiness  of  its  citi= 
zens.

The  reception  of  j'our  communication,  in  behalf  of 
the  coinmittee,  of  which  you  are  chairman,  relative  to 
the  aile  'ged  difficulty  in  the  Executive  Department  of 
the  Government  is  acknowled^;ed. 

With  regard  to  the  o!jject  of  the  investigation  I  am 
uninformed,  and  slu  to  the  existing  difficulty  intifoated 
by  the  cofumittee  growing;  out  of  a  treaty  lately  and 
snrcf^ssfully  held  at  ^;t.  Mary's  for  the  exiinguishment 
of  Indian  title  to  lands  in  this  state,  I  have  to  add, 
that  I  v/ as  with  others  associated  and  did  ne2;otiate 
witli  certain  tribes  of  Indians,  who  by  the  treaty  of 
Greenville  and  since  have  acknowleded  themselves  un- 
der the  protection  of  the  United  states,  and  which 
tribes  have  never  enjoyed  the  privileges  of  independ- 
ent  nations,  at  least  since  the  year  one  thonsand  seven 
hundred  and  sixty  three. 

If  the  difficulty  real  or  supposed  has  grovrn  out  of 
thecircum-^tanre  of  ray  bavins;  been  connected  with  tl.e 
negotiation  at  St.  VJary's  I  feel  it  ray  doty  to  state  to  the 
committee,  that  I  acted  from  an  entire  conviction  of  its 
propriety  aad  an  anxious  desire  oa  my  part^  to  promote 
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tlic  welfaie  and  accomplish  the  wialies  of  the  whole 
people  of  the  state  in  assisting  to  acltl  a  large  and  ferr 
tile  tract  of  country  to  that  which  we  already  possess.  ' 
If  I  were  ia  possession  of  any  public  drrcuments, 
calculited  to  advance  the  public  interest,  it  would  give  me 
pleasure  to  furnish  them,  and  I  shall  at  all  times  be 
prepared  to  afford  jou  any  information,  which  the  ccn- 
stitution  or  lawg  of  the  state  may  require.

A.  The  only  authority  I  ever  saw  or  that  1  have  any 
recollection  of,  was  a  letter  to  Judge  Parke  in  which  he 
was  informed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  that  he  in  con- 
junction with  Governor  Jennings  of  Indiana  and  Gov. 
Cass  of  iMichig  in,  had  been  appointed  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States  to  hold  a  treaty  with  the  Indian 
tribes  claiming  lands  in  Indiana;  that  they  were  au« 
thorized  to  make  their  own  time  and  place,  appoint  a 
Secretary  &c.  and  to  draw  on  the  Treasury  for  an  a- 
mount  not  now  recollected,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying 
the  expences  of  said  treaty.
